In the lumber docks has broken out 
afresh. An encounter between union and 
non-unioa lumber shovers took 
place 


Tuesday morning at N. Mills tc Co.'s 
dock. The non-union men went to work 
about T o'clock without police protection, 
and were soon surrdtittdad by a crowd of 
union men who told them that if the; 
did not qnit work they would be made to 
quit. The men were working in the bend 
of the lumber barge Leader and all cauie 
out but one colored workman, who was 
finally persuaded at the point of a re- 
volver. 


On* Man Badly Hurt. 


While the excitement was at its bight 


some small boys on the edge of the crowd 
began throwing stones, and this set botb 
union and non-union men on edge, and, 
each blaming the other for the stone- 
throwing, the fighting began. The union 
cohorts being the larger, soon put the 
other lumber shovers to flight, aad in the 
melee, George Ruda, a non-union worker, 
was knocked senseless with a brick. 
He wag carried into an adjoining black- 
smith shop and finally came to. He bled 
profusely, and an ambulance being sent 
for, he was taken to the Huron Street 
bospital. Another man was badly hurt, 
but his name could not be learned before 
his friends had dragged him off to a 
place of safety. The mill carpenters hare 
also struck, out of sympathy for the lum- 
ber sbovers.

Those at Detroit Unit Give Up Chewing

DETROIT, Mich., May a—The girls in 


the Central telephone exchange an in a 
frame of mind over the new rules of the 
company which prohibit tha chewing of 
gum during working hours, interdict 
flirtatious conversation over the wires, 
and require them to say "number," in- 
stead of "Hello."

The night girls, who get $20 per month, 
have more time to themselves, but, ow- 
ing to the nature of their work, can not 
talk up the matter of striking during 
working hours, and neither set will trust 
the other to organ .'le a union. The girls 
are mad, however, and have been mut- 
tering over the new rules ever since they 
went into effect last Friday. Life with- 
out the soul-satisfying chewing gum is a 
bore. 


Exciting Election at LeRdvllle, Colo. 
LEADVILLE, Colo., May 5.—One of the 


most exciting school election contests that 
ever occurred in this state took place here 
Monday. The Patriotic Order Sons of 
America and the Catholics took opposite 
sides in the fight: Tha lucky candidate is 
not yat known.

Dr. McQaeary was suspended for his 
teachings, while in the "high" church dio- 
cese of New York Dr. Newton is tolerated 


A Nemesis for tile Doctor. 


Little was said, however, about Dr. 


Newton's ideas in this city by anybody 
—that is, little loud enough to be heart— 
except 
the 
newspapers, who rather 


commended his "liberality," until the ad- 
vent of Father Ignatius, a. Church of Eng- 
land "monk," In this city some time ago. 
It may be stated in passing that the broth- 
erhood of which Rev. Ignatius was a 
member in Great Britain has recently 
gone over m a body to Rome. The father 
himself, however, declares that nothing 
is farther from his intention, and that he 
is a loyal son of tha Episcopal church. He 
heard of Rev. Newton's doctrines as re- 
ported in the newspapers, and has since 
then waged a war against Newton, in- 
sisting that he shall retract, or that Bish- 
op Potter shall see that he goes out of the 
|hurch.- 


Extraordinarr Meeting;. 


Ths most extraordinary meeting of 


this crusade againet "breadth* of religi- 
ous view wtta held at Checkering hall 
Sunday.night. Rev. Ignatius declares the 
sentiments expressed by Dr. Newton to 
be a "bold repudiation of the Christian 
religion." There was an immense audi- 
ence, clergymen of all denominations 
being present, a large proportion being 
Episcopalians. 
Dr. DeCosta, tne only 


Episcopal clergyman who baa publicly 
joined the crusade of Ignatius, was on the 
stand with the father. Ignatius in ring- 
ing sentences, called npon all who were 
on the Lord's side to join hfan on ths 
platform or rise to their feet, and several 
clergymen immediately sprang to their 
feet and joined him. 


Stirred TJp the Audl«BC«. 


The audience, however, hesitating to 


take sides, did not .respond so quickly, 
when Ignatius loudly cried that he eon- 
jitrned their remaining seated as a deniM 
of the resnrrectioa of Jesus Christ. This 
had tbe deoired effect, and everybody 
rose. Father Ignatius was deetdedty Hi. 
but^iespokewith warmth and earnestness. 
After he retired to his hotel he was entire- 
ly prostrated. 
In his sermon Sdnday 


Rev. Newton 
said that charity was 


greater than faith—interpreting charity 
as toleration. Faith had led to many sad 
acts of fanaticism. Rev. Dr. RaiDSfcrd, 
another Episcopal clergyman who is very 
broad, and has been erttfetoed by Father 
Igaatua, warned those dtrring hn sermon 
yesterday who charged him with violating 
Ms church's rotes that (hsre was a hrw 
of libel.

AUTOYSY ON REV. BOTHWELL. 


J£2focfc on 
(i ]ironehu« of Inhaliac • 


Oerk. 


BBOOKLTN, N. Y., May 5.—Dr. Rush- 


more performed an autopsy on the Rev. 
Dr. George W. Bothwell Monday. He 
found that tbe minister had died of suppu- 
rated bronchial pneumonia caneed by tbe 
closure of the middle division of the left 
bronchus, Tbe cork was found, lying in 
the lower bifurcation of the left broQcfaus 
with the wide end up. The cork was hail 
an inch in diameter and seven-eighths o< 
an inch long. The lower end of the cork 
was broken one quarter of its circumfei> 
ence where the corkscrew went in aad 
failed to hold. The upper end of the cork 
was also broken, probably 
before he 


swallowed it. The lining membrane ol 
tbe bronchus was found to be all decom- 
posed. Below tbe lower end of the cork 
the membrane was very much congested. 


Another Similar Cwe. 


BOSTON, May 5.—A case in many re- 


spects similar to that of the Rev. Dr. 
Bothwell, of Brooklyn, N. Y., is being 
treated at tbe Massachusetts General hos- 
pital in this city. The patient is Oscar 
Nille, aged 9 years, aud the physicians are 
trying to extract & tamarind seed that the 
boy inhaled while at play last Saturday. 
The seed is located in the Uftlnng, Trach- 
eotomy has been performed without suc- 
cess.
